Rockefeller to be Vice-President, say- 
ing the former New York governor 
wil “make a great team mate.”

Rockefeller said he was deeply 
honoured at the call to serve Ford 
and “through him all the people of 
this great country.”

Ford presented Rockefeller in a 
nationally televised Oval Office cere- 
mony.

8. candidate for election to the Pre- 
aidency in 1976. 

Rockefeller, 66, said he had not 
discussed the political future with 
Ford, Asked who he thought would 
be on the ticket with Ford in 1976, 
Rockefeller replied: “You're way 
down the road ahead of me." 

Formally announcing the nomina- 
thon, Ford said Rockefeller will be 
“a good partner for me and I think 
Β good partner for our country and 
the world.”

IRA imposes 
power blackout 
on border town 


BELFAST (UPI)—a power black- 
out imposed by the Irish Republican 
Army all but shut down the border 
town of Newry yesterday. 

Local officials said 90 per cent 
ef Newry’s 11,000 residents, as 
well as nearly all its shops, facto- 
ries and public buildings, were 
without electricity from 9 a.m. whea 
power cables broke down. 

Engineers fearing for their lives 
have carried out only minor main- 
tenance work on electrical installa- 
tions since last week, when the IRA 
said it was declaring the installe- 
tions military targets, 

In Dublin, Justice Minister Pa- 
trick Cooney completed a report to 
Government colleagues on the mass 
breakout on Sunday of 19 top-rank- 
ing IRA men from the Iriah Re- 
public's top security prison. Two 
days after the breakout,’ in which 
the group used gelignite to blast 
their way from Portlaoise Prison 
and then escaped in hijacked cars, 
the group remained at large to a 
man.
